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PROD DEMONSTRATION 
A NEW QL EXTENSION 


There will be a demonstration of the 
new extension called PROD at the 
April meeting. It was developed in 
cullaboration with Computation Gene- 
tics Corp. of Chelsea, Massachusetts. 
The new program utilizes a break- 
through Bio-Genetic Thermo-Plastic 
(UGTP) developed by CGC. 


The material has electrical conduct- 
ivity properties which can be 
Channelled to the serial port (comms 
port) of a computer. The PROD 
extension interprets signals from a 
sensor pad (PROD PAD) made from 
BGTP. In conjunction with the ox- 
tension this permits heuristic inter- 
pretation of the user's noeds whon 
operating other computer software. 


CCC executive, Dr. R. Ida bin 
Phulen, and his assistant, Candice 
B. . Reel, will demonstrate the 
prototype. At a sneak preview, a 
user operated a number of 
unfamiliar software titles without 
reference to manuals by Placing a 
hand on the pad, exercising great 
concentration and applying Body 
Laglish. Remarkably, in 85% of 
allempls the user's desired effects 
were input to the QL, 


More surprisingly, the dcwonstrator, 
although told that the prograu's 
function was word-processing, for- 
matled three paragraphs of justified 
word-wrapped text in ABACUS as 
quickly as if it had been done in 
QUILL. 


PROD is an extension that Presently 
lakes 10 paraweters including the 
user's Sweat Salinity Factor, Budy 
Language Profile Index, handedness 
(Left or Right), personality type (A 
or B) and latitude and longitude of 
place of birth. 


Dr. Phulen, who heads the CGC 
product development lcam, is a 
feknowned computer high-achiever, 
informally acknowledged to be 
descended frow Victorian poet and 
all-round genius, Lord Byron, on 
his father's side and from the 
explorer, Richard Burton, on his 
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mother's, as are many in this world. 


“Initially, we selected the Sinclair 
QL because it was cheap,” adnitted 
Dr. bin Phulen, in the release 
announcing the demonstration. 
“Subsequcntly, in attempting to 
transfer the concept to other 
computers, we find that these 
results are only possible on an 
unexpanded QL with a JSU ROM. 
Our software team suspects that 
PROD utilizes extraneous code 
relating to the unfinished WHEN 
ERRor function on that ROM. 
Rumors that only a British computer 
can respond to Body English are 
premature” 


PROD will be released to the public 
domain as soon as the team are sure 
that the computer will not retaliate 
if it is input at too high an EOR 
(emotional overload rate). 


“We see this development as a major 
breakthrough in Artificial Intelli- 
gence. Our sole interest is the 
commercial application of the sensor 
pad,” explaincd Dr. bin Phulen. 
“Whether or not Graphic User 
Interfaces and mice will be made 
obsolcte remains to be seen.” 


It is expected that when commercial 
release commences in July, 1993, the 
sensor pad (PROD PAD) will retail 
for about $400.00. A scurrilous 
rumor that a discount drug store 
bandage works just as well was 
traced to a Silicon Valley firm. CGC 
attorneys are reviewing legal 
options. 


PROD and its source code will be 
freely available through NESQLUG, 
at P.O. Box 8763, Boston MA O2114.

A REALLY REMARKABLE 
GRAPHICS DRAWING PROGRAM 
Reviewed by Hugh Howie 


This user friendly program has 
been on the market for about four 
years but seldom do you see it 
mentioned. So I decided to encour- 
age sowcone else to use it by 
telling how I find it after three 
years of on and off use. 


On start up the first thing you see 
is a narrow status bar at the top of 
the working screen. This displays 
the x and y position of the cursor, 
the Ink and Paper color (in color) 
and the drawing mode you are in.

2 log yles the status 
Lar frow top to buttom or makes it 
disappear. i 


F3 gives the first Menu where you 
may select from Rubber Bands, Clear 
Screen, Ink/Paper, Files, Font 
Lditur, Character Stzc, Matnspulete 
Screen, Ih/Lo Resolution, and Exit to 
S/basic.

For detailed work there is a Zoo 
option to magnify a part of the 
screen four times and then another 
four times, Giving an image sixteen 
lames the original size. Most, but 
nol all, functions are available here. 


EYE-Q as fully compatible with 
Super Sprite Cenerator. 


Files can be saved in Compressed or 
monochrome form which does save a 
lot of space. 


This review can not possibly tell 
you all the features of EYE-Q; at 
lahes the Manual 26 Pages to do 
that, (plus a two page index) The 
manual is easy to read and easy to 
follow, which is somelhing rarc in a 
manual, There is also ample on- 
screcn help available by pressing 
CTRL-H, but | seldom use it as | 
prefer to look at up in the manual.
